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No true 
bill issued 
in fatal 
shooting

LOUISA - The Lawrence Coun- 
ty Grand Jury found insufficient 
evidence to charge anyone with the 
fatal shooting of James Baisden, 
who died from two gunshot wounds 
in May. 

No charges were filed after the 
May 30 incident, but instead the 
?ase was presented to the grand jury. 

Baisden, 49, of Cedgap suffered 
one shot in the left arm and the other 
in his right side, Lawrence County 
Sheriff Garrett Roberts said after the 
shooting. 

According to a press release 
issued by the sheriff’s office follow- 
ing the incident, the shooting 
occurred in the Woodlands Drive 
area of Cedgap off Rt. 32, just west 
of Louisa. 

Lawrence County sheriff’s depu- 
ties conducted interviews to deter- 
mine what led to the shooting. 
According to a press release at the 
time of the incident, Terry Hensley 
and Rodney T. Tinder were working 
on a rental cabin on Woodlands 
Drive. Hensley stated that Baisden 
:ame from a wooded area and said 
be was going to shoot Hensley and 
Tinder, and there was a brief strug-

Doctor ordered detained prior 
to sentencing in drug case

PIKEVILLE — A judge last week ordered a doc- 
tor to surrender himself to a federal correctional 
medical facility pending his sentencing on a drug 
charge involving a former Paintsville pain clinic. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Edward B. Atkins’ deci- 
sion came during a telephonic hearing last Wednes- 
day for Dr. Rano Bofill, who pleaded guilty in 
March to conspiracy to unlawfully dispense Oxyco- 
done when he worked at Care More Pain Manage- 
ment. 

Bofill’ s attorney had asked that the doctor forego 
mandatory pre- sentencing incarceration due to 
“very ill health,” saying that incarceration would 



“place him at significant risk,” according to Atkins’ 
order. The attorney said Bofill is scheduled for an 
appointment with a West Virginia physician to “fur- 
ther diagnose and treat medical conditions” Bofill is 
experiencing, Atkins said. 

An Alabama doctor said in an affidavit tendered 
to the court prior to Wednesday’s hearing that 
Bofill’s “dementia, naive and conflict avoidant per- 
sonality, poor coping skills, and the unique and 
intense personal and culturally based shame/humili- 
ation of pre- sentencing incarceration” would put 
Bofill at “significant risk for psychiatric decompen- 
sation” prior to his Aug. 26 sentencing, Atkins’ 
order said.

Floyd man pleads not guilty 
to federal charges; trial date set

PIKEVILLE — A Floyd County man pleaded 
not guilty Monday to lying during the vote-buying 
trial of the former mayor of Martin and to accepting 
payment for voting in the 2012 election. 

A Sept. 29 trial date was set for Ray D. Hagans, 
42, of Martin, after he entered the plea in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court at Pikeville. 

Hagans was indicted in June on charges of mak- 
ing false declarations before a grand jury/court and 



accepting payment for voting. 

The indictment says Hagans, “having taken an 
oath to testify truthfully” in a case against former 
Martin Mayor Ruth Thomasine Robinson; her hus- 
band, James “Red” Robinson; and her step-son, 
James Steven Robinson, ’’did knowingly make false 
material declarations.” 

According to the indictment, Hagans testified 
May 8 in U.S. District Court at Pikeville that current 
Martin Mayor Sam Howell and another man, Antho-

LOUISA — Lawrence 
County Fiscal Court members 
approved a speed reduction on 
two county roads and appointed 
new members to two county 
boards at Monday’s meeting. 

The speed limit for Horse- 
shoe Road was changed to 10 
miles per hour and the speed 
limit for Crestley Branch Road 
was reduced to 25 miles per 
hour. 

Connie Queen was unani- 
mously approved for appoint- 
ment to the Fred M. Vinson 
Museum Board and Lynette 
Miller was unanimously 
approved for the Lawrence 
County Tourism Board. 

Court members also 
approved Jane Branham as Pine 
Hill Cemetery record keeper in 
a contract labor position to be 
paid $100 per month for the 
amount of gas and time she 
must use when providing the 
service. 

Magistrate Bill Lemaster 
made a motion approving the 
sum, which was seconded by 
John Lemaster, with all in favor. 

Eric Gibson approached fis- 
cal court members to ask that 
they remove a portion of But- 
ternut Drive from the county 
road system. 

Lawrence County Judge- 
Executive John Osborne 
explained that County Attorney 
Mike Hogan said the removal 
needs to be in writing and that 
they would send people to 
inspect the property to make 
sure nobody else would be 
effected, then return to let the 
fiscal court know what they 
found. 

“Should I come back next 
month?” Gibson asked. “Do I 
need to bring my deed or any- 
thing?” 

Osborne said that Hogan 
would have that information 
but that he could come back to 
the next meeting if he wanted 
to. 

Court members approved a 
request from the Septemberfest 
Committee for a contribution of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Magistrate John Lemaster 
made the motion to approve the 
request, which was seconded 
by Magistrate Bill Lemaster 
with all in favor. 



Osborne also asked approv- 
al for the first reading of an 
electrical inspector ordinance. 

“There was no change, it is 
the same as we passed in 
November, but we have to do 
an ordinance,” Osborne 
explained. “The fees are now 
$75, and it’s recommended that 
it be anywhere from $100 to 
$125. It costs $75 unless it is a 
commercial inspection, and that 
would cost more.” 

A motion approving the first 
reading was made by Bill 
Lemaster and seconded by John 
Lemaster, with all in favor. 

Magistrate Morris Howard 
asked for an update on the 
repair of the county road grader. 
Osborne explained that the 
brakes are finished and other 
parts are ordered and that it 
would be finished shortly. 
Osborne also said that it would 
have been finished sooner, but 
that they were obtaining used 
parts instead of purchasing new 
ones in an effort to save money 
and that they were sorry for 
having taken so long. 

Howard also asked for an 
update on the progress of coun- 
ty ditches being pulled. 

Osborne explained that road 
department personnel were told 
each day to pull the ditches 
unless it is too wet. 

“If they are in your district, 
go behind them and look and if 
you see they should have pulled 
a ditch and didn’t, and it isn’t 
too wet, let me know and I’ll 
send them back out there,” 
Osborne said. 

Court members approved 
unanimously to allow the newly 
established Kayak Club to use 
Chapman Park facilities. 

Osborne said that they are a 
“good clean cut bunch of peo- 
ple,” with children involved 
and that they would only prob- 
ably use the location two or 
three times a month, but that it 
would give people in the area 
something else to do. 

County Court Clerk Chris 
Jobe was authorized to adver- 
tise for bids on two county 
bridges that are both located on 
Rt. 1760 and court members 
also approved a declaration of 
surplus on three old trucks, 
which Osborne said they need 
to get rid of. 

Officials unanimously 
authorized Osborne to seek 



funds for fiscal year 2015-2016 
coal severance projects. 

“We can put in for it, and 
hopefully we will get it,” 
Osborne said. 

In other business, the fiscal 
court also approved the minutes 
from the June 16 meeting, the 
treasurer’s request, payment of 
the bills, the treasurer’s report 
and to accept the treasurer’s 
settlement.

gle over a 20-gauge shotgun, 
which resulted in a shot being 
fired into the ceiling of the 
cabin porch.

Federal prosecutors argued 
that there are “no exceptional 
circumstances” that should pre- 
vent pre- sentence incarceration 
and that there was “no showing 
that the level of care the Defen- 
dant would receive if incarcer- 
ated prior to sentencing would 
be inadequate,” Atkins said. 
Prosecutors contacted the Fed- 
eral Medical Center in Lexing- 
ton, which would be able to 
house Bofill until his sentenc- 
ing, Atkins said. 

Atkins agreed with prose- 



cutors and ordered Bofill to 
surrender himself to the Feder- 
al Medical Center within 48 
hours from the date of his 
order. 

“So long as the Defendant 
has access to sufficient medical 
care while in custody,” the 
judge wrote, “his incarceration 
is warranted.” 

Bofill’ s attorney filed a 
motion seeking a stay in the 
pre- sentencing confinement, 
but U.S. District Judge Amul 
R. Thapar denied the request, 
saying the doctor “does not 
present evidence that imprison- 



ment, generally, might subject 
him to ‘significant psychiatric 
risk.’” 

“Unfortunately, in out 
imperfect system, such a risk 
falls far short of ‘unique,’ “out 
of the ordinary,’ and ‘excep- 
tional.’” 

Court records say that 
Bofill conspired with Care 
More Pain Management own- 
ers Tammy Cantrell and Shelby 
Lackey to distribute thousands 
of Oxycodone pills to patients 
without a legitimate medical 
purpose from January 2009 to 
December 2012.

not only plans to share informa- 
tion with us, but wants to hear 
what medical professionals and 
health coalition leaders are 
already doing to change lives. 
This is our chance to speak 
directly to an international 
leader in healthcare about the 
long-time health disparities in 
our small comer of the world.” 

According to the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health, 
the prevalence of heart disease 
is 84 percent higher, diabetes is 
47 percent higher and obesity is 
2 percent higher in Kentucky’s 
Appalachian region compared 
to the U.S. From 2006-2010, 
the region’s lung cancer mortal- 
ity rates were also 67 percent 
higher than the national aver- 
age. Kentucky also has the 
third highest drug overdose 
mortality rate in the U.S, an 
issue that Rogers and Dr. Frie- 
den have worked together to 
combat during Operation 
UNITE’s National Rx Dmg 
Abuse Summits each year. 

Rogers and Dr. Frieden are 
teaming up once again for the 
SOAR Health Impact Series to 
find solutions and celebrate 
local champions for awareness 
and prevention of the region’s 
other major health challenges. 

“Partnering with state and 
local health organizations and 
officials, such as the SOAR 
initiative and U.S. Congress- 
man Hal Rogers, helps the 
CDC to quickly and effectively 
respond to health threats,” said 
CDC Director Tom Frieden, 
M.D., M.P.H. “In working to 
improve health, we are all in 
this together. The more effec- 
tively we are connected, the 
more effectively we can 
address these opportunities. 
This visit to Kentucky is an 
important step.” 

Along with Dr. Frieden will 
be Dr. Judith Monroe, the Dep- 
uty Director of the CDC who 
has Kentucky roots. Both of her 
parents were bom and raised in 
Lawrenceburg, Kentucky, and 
Dr. Monroe received her under- 
graduate degree from Eastern 
Kentucky University. She first 
practiced medicine in the 
Appalachian region and plans 
to share her insight during the 
three-day tour. 

The Health Impact Series is 
part of the Shaping Our Appa- 
lachian Region (SOAR) initia- 
tive launched by Rogers and 
Gov. Steve Beshear. The SOAR 
Health working group is tasked 



with finding solutions to health 
problems in the region. The 
group’s chair, Dr. Nikki Stone, 
who is the mobile dental out- 
reach director for the UK North 
Fork Valley Community Dental 
Outreach Program in Hazard, 
will serve as a moderator of 
several panels during the events 
with the CDC. 

“We are so thrilled that Dr. 
Frieden’s visit coincides with 
the culmination of our summer- 
long series of 15 SOAR Health 
listening sessions across the 
region. We are looking forward 
to sharing with him the innova- 
tive ideas that our own people 
have suggested to improve the 
health of Eastern Kentucki- 
ans,” said Stone. “These events 
afford the opportunity to shine 
a light on Eastern Kentucky 
and the heavy burden of dis- 
ease that exists here in this 
pocket of Appalachia. His 
advice will help us shape our 
strategic plan for the future 
health of our region.”

U.S. 23 paving

Rogers’s coal bill passed by committee 



WASHINGTON, D.C. 
— U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers last 
week applauded the House 
Transportation and Infrastruc- 
ture Committee for passing 
the Coal Jobs Protection 
Act (H.R. 5077). 

Rogers said he co-spon- 
sored the legislation, which 
was passed by the committee 
last Wednesday, to rein in the 
U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency’s (EPA) over- 
reach in the coal permitting 
process that has halted coal 
mining operations , leaving 
nearly 8,000 Eastern Ken- 
tucky miners without work 
since 2008. 

“The White House has 
been hell-bent on adding layer 
after layer of regulatory tape 
to make it nearly impossible 
to mine coal in Eastern Ken- 
tucky and other parts of the 
country,” Rogers said. “Mean- 
while, our coal miners con- 
tinue to wait in unemploy- 
ment lines, struggling to find 
new opportunities for compa- 



rable income while this fed- 
eral agency refuses to approve 
mining permits for the work 
they are trained to do.” 

Rogers said the bill would 
require the EPA to make a 
decision within 270 days of a 
permit proposal. 

“Failure to approve a per- 
mit within that time frame 
would result in an automatic 
approval, sending dozens of 
coal miners back to work,” 
Rogers said. “It’s time for this 
agency to be a part of promot- 
ing job creation and American 
energy opportunities, rather 
than shutting them down.” 

The bill, which now heads 
to the full House for consider- 
ation, would: 

• Require the EPA to ana- 
lyze the impact of a proposed 
Clean Water Act regulatory 
act on jobs and economic 
activity. If the analysis shows 
that the action would hurt jobs 
or the state’s economy, the 
EPA would be required to 
hold a public hearing in that 



Poll: Most in region have 
unfavorable view on ACA

LOUISVILLE - A major- 
ity of Eastern Kentuckians 
have an unfavorable opinion 
of the federal Affordable 
Care Act (ACA), but at the 
same time they support Ken- 
tucky’s decision to expand 
Medicaid to cover more low- 
income residents. 

Those are among the 
findings of a recent poll that 
surveyed Eastern Kentucky 
residents about a number of 
health-related issues. East- 
ern Kentucky includes coun- 
ties in the Big Sandy, FIV- 
CO, Buffalo Trace, Cumber- 
land Valley, Gateway, Ken- 
tucky River and Lake Cum- 
berland area development 
districts. 

The Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll found that a sub- 
stantial majority of Eastern 
Kentuckians — 48 percent 

— have an unfavorable opin- 
ion about the ACA, while a 
huge majority — 81 percent 

— agreed with Gov. Steve 
Beshear ’s decision to expand 
Medicaid, which is a major 
part of the ACA. Seventy- 
one percent of respondents 
had heard about Kentucky’s 
new health insurance mar- 
ketplace known as Kynect. 

The poll, funded by the 
Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky and Interact for 
Health, shows that 62 per- 
cent of Eastern Kentuckians 
favor a statewide smoke-free 
law and 81 percent favor 
tobacco-free policies on 
school campuses. 

The poll also found that: 

• Seventy-one percent 
favor new school nutrition 
standards. 

• Ninety-eight percent 
favor requiring schools to 
provide 30 minutes a day of 
physical activity for stu- 
dents. 

• Nineteen percent report- 
ed eating the recommended 
daily amounts of fruits and 
vegetables. 

• Adults in Eastern Ken- 
tucky are more likely to have 
been offered help or coun- 
seling by a doctor or nurse to 
stop smoking if they are a 
current smoker. 

• Adults in Eastern Ken- 
tucky were less likely to rate 
the conditions of their neigh- 
borhood sidewalks and 
shoulders as excellent or 
very good, rate their neigh- 
borhood as very safe to 
walk, jog or bike, and report 
visiting a dentist in the past 
year.

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3 Ways to Dig 
Up Dirt 
on People

We all do it. You meet 
someone casually or pro- 
fessionally. After the 
exchange of pleasantries, 
you are compelled to bring 
out your inner Sherlock 
Holmes . 

Hopping online, you 
are ready to validate or 
discredit this person. The 
problem is you need to use 
the right sites or else you’ll 
be duped, scammed or 
worse. 

1 . People search sites 

If you search the Inter- 
net using only a person’s 
name, you’re going to 
eventually end up at a peo- 
ple search site like PeekY- 
ou, Spokeo, White Pages 
Neighbors or any of the 
other few dozen around. 

These sites pull public- 
ly available information 
about a person into one 
spot. You can find a per- 
son’s age, what social 
media accounts they have, 
where they live now, where 
they’ve lived in the past, 
their relatives’ names and 
quite a bit more. 

There are a few catches, 
naturally. You have to pay 
to get more than just the 
basic information, and 
even then it isn’t always 
right. These sites are also 
loaded with advertisements 
that look like legitimate 
links . Information from 
people with similar names 
often gets mixed together. 

Recently, a caller to my 
national radio show 
explained his name and a 
completely unrelated per- 
son’s name ended up in the 
same profile at a people 
search site. He was 58. The 
other person was 29. He 
owned a consulting busi- 
ness. The other person had 
a long rap sheet with 
charges of drug trafficking 
and theft. After a little dig- 
ging, I figured out it was a 
case of identity theft. The 
search site put this together 
before the caller did. 

Super sleuthing tip: 
When you search Google, 
Bing or another search site 
using only a person’s 
name, be sure to look at the 
search results past page 1 . 
You might find older web 
pages that contain informa- 
tion about this person they 
thought were long gone. 

2. Social media 

Just about everyone has 
a social media profile of 
some kind. Start with Face- 
book and see if you can 
find the person’s profile. 
Again, if they have a com- 
mon name it could take a 
while. 

If they’re savvy, they’ll 
have their profile locked 
down so you can’t see 
much about them. That’s 
OK. Just take a look at the 
address of their profile in 
your browser’s address bar. 

See where it says 
“www.facebook.com/ 
XXXXXXX”? That 
XXXXXXX could be two 
things. Some people acti- 
vate Facebook’s so-called 
“vanity URL” feature and 
it’s just their name - usual- 
ly followed by a number. 
That’s what mine is - www. 
facebook.com/kimkoman- 
do. 

However, for some 
people that XXXXXXX is 
their Facebook username. 
And that’s probably the 
same name they used to 
create their other accounts 
on Twitter, Instagram, 
Google and wherever else. 

Just type that username 
into Google and you’ll 
often find their other 
accounts. You might find 
they haven’t been as thor- 
ough with their privacy 
settings in other places. 
Maybe you’ll find they 
have a blog or account in 
some kind of forum. You 
never know. 

If you run across Insta- 
gram pictures, you can run 
them through a site called 
The Beat. This can tell you

3. Public records sites 

People search sites and 
social media will give you an 
overview of a person, but 
what about their darker histo- 
ry? 

Once you’ve gotten the 
locations where they’ve lived 
- usually from a people search 
site - you can look up public 
court records. Either go to 
Google and type in “court 
records” followed by the city 
and state, or take a look at a 
site like Search Systems that 
gives you links to public 
record sites. 

You can find out if the 
person has traffic violations or 
more serious crimes. Again, 
be careful because you might 
come across records of people 
with the same name. Don’t 
automatically assume the 
record is about the person 
you’re researching unless you 
can match up their birth date. 

Of course, the big one to 
check is if the person appears 
in a sex offender database. For 
that, you can look in the

Super sleuthing tip: If you 
want to look up whether or 
not someone has a mortgage 
or two, check out Mortgage 
Electronic Registration Sys- 
tems. It’s actually kind of 
scary when you try it. 

Use the sites to look up 
yourself. You need to know 
what other people are going to 
find if they go digging for dirt 
on you. 

If you’re checking into 
someone for any kind of paid 
position, under the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act you have to use 
a Consumer Reporting Agen- 
cy. You can find a list of them 
at http://www.komando.com/ 
downloads/2 1 7 3/background- 
checks -the-right- way. 

It’s important to take any- 
thing you find with a grain of 
salt. Information on the Inter- 
net isn’t perfect, so always 
verify your information before 
acting on it. After all, you 
wouldn’t want someone 
jumping to conclusions about 
you.

theme, “Fifty Years Since the 
War on Poverty,” he addressed 
the state that Eastern Kentucky 
is in now compared to 50 years 
ago. Dr. Andrews noted that 
nationally, poverty has 
declined by one-third since the 
war on poverty was declared 
right in our own small town. 

Dr. Andrews inspired the 
interns to have an entrepre- 
neurial spirit. 

“You are the future and it is 
up to the youth of your com- 
munity to help your area pros- 
per and grow.” 

In order to accomplish this 
goal we must be willing to 
further our education. After 
gaining our education we must 
be willing to use that new 
knowledge to better our town 
by providing more job oppor- 
tunities. Dr. Andrews noted 
that since 1964, graduation 
rates and college attendance 
rates in Eastern Kentucky have 
improved tremendously. 

Not only did Dr. Andrews 
reflect on the War on Poverty, 
but also on the recent SOAR 
summit. Among the topics 
addressed at SOAR were 
where our major problems are 
and what should our money be 
spent towards. Two of the 
answers Dr. Andrew discussed 
were public education and job 
opportunities. 

“What can we do to 
improve public education?” 
President Andrews asked of 
the group. ‘We need to have 
prepared teachers, rigorous 
courses, and early childhood 
development,’ he summa- 
rized.” 

In order to provide more 
job opportunities we must con- 
sider our resources around us, 
and also think about what type 
of businesses would most ben- 
efit the people around us.’ He 
left the interns with the 
thought, “What can you bring 
back to Martin County?” In 
order to improve Martin Coun- 
ty, and provide more job 
opportunities, “we must keep 
an entrepreneurial mind set 
and also not be afraid to think 
outside the box.”
